(Original) A medical method performed on a patient, comprising: intravasciilarly delivering a 
first electrical lead within tlie head of the patient; non-vascularly delivering a second electrical 
lead within the head of the patient; placing the first and second leads adjacent brain tissue. 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein the patient has a neurological disorder, the method 
further comprising stimulating the brain tissue v«th at least one of the first and second electrical 
leads to treat the neurological disorder. 

3. (Original) The mefliod of claim 2, wherein the neurological disorder is a degenerative disorder. 

4. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 2, wherein the neurological disorder is a brain infarction. 

5. (Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising recording brain signals with at least one 
of the first and second electrical leads. 

6. (Withdrawn^) The method of claini 1, y^ierd the first electrical lead is introduced into the head 
via the cireulatbry %staij. 

7. (Original) The method of claiin 1, wttefein the first electrical le^ introduced into the head 
via the ventricular system. 

(Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein the first electrical lead is placed in direct contact 
with the brain tissue. 

9. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 1, wherein the first electrical lead is placed in indirect 
contact with the brain tissue. 

10. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 1, wherein the first electrical lead is placed adjacent 
cortical brain tissue, and the second electrical lead is placed adjacent deep brain tissue. 

1 1 . (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein the finit electrical lead is placed adjacent deep 
brain tissue, and the second electrical lead is placed adjacent cortical brain tissue.

14. (Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising electrically connecting the electrical 
leads to one or more of a stimulation source and a recorder.

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source and recorder wUiafi the patient. 

16. (Original) AmMiSimsiihM pttiott^ed mA^ comprising: deliverir^ a first electricd 
lead within the head of the jjalient via a blood vessel; deliverir^ a second electrical lead within the 
head of the patient via an opeiiing tit an eianium of the patient; and placing the first and second 
leads adjacent brain tissue. 

17. (C)riginal) iThe tnethQd of claim 16, v;dhei«ih the patient has a neuroipgicai dis^ the 
niethod further comprising stimulating the brain tissue with at least one of the fu^t and second 
electrical leads to treat the neurological disorder. 

18. <<)riginajl) The method of claiitt 17, wherein the neurological disorder is a degenerative 
disorder. 

19. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 17, wherein the neurological disorder is a brain infarction. 

20. (Original) The method of claim 1 6, further comprising recording brain signals with at least 
one of the first and second electrical leads. 

21. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 16, wherein the first electrical lead is introduced into the 
head via the circulatory system.

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via the ventriculat system,

cortical brain tissue, and the second electrical lead is placed adjacent deep brain tissue. 

26. (Original) The method of claim 16, wherein the first electrical lead is placed adjacent deep 
brain tissue, and the second electrical lesad is placed adjacent cortical brain tissue.

28. (Original) The method of claini 16* wherein the first and secMid el^trical leads are 
siihchronieally OT chronically placed adjacent the brain tissue. 

29. (Original) The method of claim 16, further comprising electrically connecting the electrical 
leads to one or more of a stimulation source and a recorder.
